Judging 
by  the  four  wonderful  years  which  we  spent  here, 
the  first  25  years  in  Eastside’ s  history  have  been 
most  successful.

'  ers,  in  hopes  that  many  such  anniversaries  shall 
follow. 
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Twenty-five  Years 

At  8:30  a.m.  on  February  1,  1926,  approximately  2,100  students  entered 
the  hallowed  halls  of  Eastside  for  the  first  time  to  participate  in  the  first 
scheduled  sessions  of  instruction. 

However,  the  spirit  of  Eastside  had  been  living  since  the  previous  Sep¬ 
tember  when  the  Paterson  High  School  system  was  altered.  In  1922,  Pater¬ 
son  High  had  been  divided  into  two  separate  schools:  the  girls’  session  which 
met  in  the  morning  and  the  boys’  in  the  afternoon.  When  the  plans  were 
made  for  the  erection  of  a  new  high  school,  this  method  was  abolished  and 
two  co-educational  schools  established,  meeting  in  the  same  building.  Stu¬ 
dents  from  the  Eastside  section  of  Paterson  attended  in  the  afternoon,  while 
the  new  Central  High  operated  in  the  morning. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  rivalry  which  exists  at  the  present  day. 
Although  functioning  in  the  same  building,  each  session  had  its  own  definite 
standards  and  symbols.  Eastside  High  adopted  the  Criterion  for  its  school 
paper,  learned  new  songs  and  cheers,  chose  school  colors  and  prepared  for  the 
Thanksgiving  Day  game  with  Central. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  the  grand  enterprise  now  celebrating  its  silver 
anniversary.  There  have  been  some  exterior  changes  since  then.  Enrollment 
fluctuated  from  its  original  number  of  2,100  to  a  peak  of  almost  4,000.  At 
the  present  time,  however,  there  are  approximately  2,300  Eastsiders. 

All  through  the  years,  in  spite  of  the  crowded  conditions  which  prevailed, 
high  standards  were  not  sacrificed.  Eastside  has  always  had  a  high  accredita¬ 
tion.  Graduates  are  welcomed  at  the  country’s  best  colleges  and  many  have 
been  deemed  worthy  of  national  recognition. 

There  are  some  differences  between  the  courses  offered  then  and  those 
of  the  present  day.  At  first  there  were  the  Scientific,  Commercial,  General 
and  Classical  courses.  Today,  the  name  of  the  Scientific  course  has  been 
changed  to  Mechanical  Arts  or  Household  Arts,  while  the  Classical  and  Gen¬ 
eral  have  been  combined  into  the  Academic,  college  preparatory  course.  Sev¬ 
eral  new  subjects  have  been  introduced  in  the  school  curriculum.  For  instance, 
students  today  are  required  to  take  first  aid,  hygiene  and  safe  driving  before 
they  are  able  to  graduate. 

However,  these  metamorphoses  are  purely  superficial.  The  spirit  of 
Eastside  remains  the  same.  We  are  still  upholding  the  standards  which  were 
set  up  the  students  of  the  past  score  and  five  years. 

Eastside  has  contributed  to  the  community  well-educated  teen-agers  who 
are  able  to  take  their  place  in  society  with  the  knowledge  that  they  have  had 
the  proper  training.  May  the  next  tweny-five  years  be  as  felicitous.

Miss  Isabel  A.  Hemingway  was 
vice-principal  of  E  a  s  t  s  i  d  e  High 
School  from  1925  to  1932  and  a 
member  of  the  Paterson  school  svs- 
tern  for  50  years. 

Miss  Hemingway  retired  from  the 
city  school  system  on  June  30,  1932, 
after  completing  50  years  of  service, 
and  died  on  March  2,  1941. 

The  Board  of  Education,  shortly 
before  Miss  Hemingway’s  retire¬ 
ment,  passed  a  resolution  which  was 
offered  by  Commissioner  Patmos. 
The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  it: 

"During  these  changes  (in  the 
school  system  in  Paterson),  trying 
and  discouraging  as  some  of  them 
were.  Miss  Hemingway  went  about 
her  daily  work  v/as  an  earnest  de¬ 
votion  to  duty  and  real  sense  of  the 
great  responsibilities  of  a  teacher 
and  a  leader  in  educational  activi¬ 
ties."

Mr.  hrancis  R.  North,  principal  of  Paterson  High  Schools  for  twenty- 
seven  years  of  his  career  as  an  educator,  is  remembered  as  a  man  of  high 

Christian  character  and  of  local  and  na¬ 
tional  fame.  In  the  national  held,  Mr. 
North  served  for  four  years  as  secretary 
of  the  Playground  Recreation  Association 
of  America.

Mr.  Erancis  G.  Lee,  vice-principal  of  Eastside 
from  1942  to  1947,  first  came  to  Eastside  as  a 
member  of  the  Commercial  Department  in  1931.  A 
holder  of  certificates  as  Certified  Public  Account¬ 
ant,  v/hich  enabled  him  to  practice  in  New  Jersey, 
New  York  and  Connecticut,  he  soon  became  head 
of  the  Commercial  Department. 

While  vice-principal,  Mr.  Lee  organized  a  Junior 
Police  force  here  and  was  responsible  for  the  carry¬ 
ing  out  of  the  Cleanliness,  Courtesy  and  Coopera¬ 
tion  Campaign. 

During  his  acting  principalship  here  in  1947,  Mr. 
Lee  received  an  appointment  at  Boston  College 
where  he  is  now  teaching  in  the  accounting  depart¬ 
ment.

Twenty-five  years  ago,  Eastside  High  School  opened  its  doors  to  a  full- 
hedged  school  that  had  been  operating  as  a  complete  organization  for  over  a 

year  at  the  Paterson  High  School  building  on  Hamil¬ 
ton  Street.  In  a  very  short  while,  under  the  leader¬ 
ship  of  an  outstanding  school  man  in  secondary  edu¬ 
cation,  Mr.  Francis  R.  North,  Eastside  became  one  of 
the  truly  great  high  schools  in  the  metropolitan  area. 
Upon  his  retirement,  Mr.  Ellsworth  Tompkins,  a 

former  teacher  and  vice-princtpal,  took  over  in  ISHI 
and  introduced  the  offerings  and  expanded  many  of 
the  now  current  trends  in  the  modern  high  school 
philosophy.  I  shall  not  attempt  to  gloss  or  paint  an 
exaggerated  picture  of  Eastside’s  strong  position  in 
the  field  of  secondary  education.  Suffice  it  to  sav  that 
as  of  now  we  are  in  one  of  the  top  flight  schools  in 
the  eastern  half  of  the  U.S.A.

Sports  writers  frequently  refer  to  our  teams  as  the 
"Ghosts”  or  "Undertakers.”  This  has  a  strange  significance  in  that  our 
teams  practice  and  grow  on  the  very  field  that  formerly  was  used  to  hold  the 
last  remains  of  mortal  man.  This  plot  of  ground  was  for  many  years  one  of 
the  major  cemeteries  in  the  Paterson  area.  The  people  of  this  neighborhood 
who  in  the  early  days  were  mostly  of  Irish,  English,  or  Scotch  descent  always 
spoke  of  this  field  as  the  "Grubby,”  from  an  old  English  word  which  means 
to  dig  or  to  grub  in  the  earth.  Grave  diggers  could  be  seen  almost  daily 
digging  or  grubbing  in  the  earth  to  bury  the  bodies  of  the  dead.  No  wonder 
if  you  believe  in  ghosts  or  spirits  that  the  sports  writers  in  their  effort  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  uncanny  magic  of  our  coaches,  speak  of  our  teams  as  "ghosts”  or

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Proving  the  old  adage  "there’s  no  place  like  home"  or  more  specifically 
"no  place  like  Eastside"  are  the  twenty-three  alumni  of  Eastside  High  School 
who  have  returned  through  the  years  to  take  positions  on  the  present  faculty. 

Searching  the  "Senior  Mirrors,"  a  number  of  interesting  items  were  un¬ 
covered  pertaining  to  their  activities  during  the  four  years  spent  in  this  school. 

June,  1932 — MRS.  MARY  ALLIOTTA  enjoyed  skating,  tennis,  cross¬ 
word  puzzles.  "To  pilot  my  own  airplane"  was  her  ambition. 

June,  1929— Personable  ELMER  "VAN”  BARCLAY  wanted  a  triple 
lunch  period  and  liked  to  drive  "her"  home  as  a  hobby. 

January,  1938 — MRS.  JOSEPHINE  CULMONE  reveals  her  ambition  as 
"to  be  a  science  teacher."  Belonged  to  the  dancing  club  and  the  Scholarship 
Society. 

June,  1926 — MISS  JANET  DUNNING  was  the  recipient  of  the  gold  "P" 
and  voted  "Most  Likely  to  Succeed."  Also  "Pride  of  the  Faculty.” 

MRS.  REGINA  EGO’s  pet  saying  was  recorded  as  "Gee,  I  look  a  sight." 
Elected  "Parisian  Model"  and  "Calamity  Jane.” 

June,  1930 — MR.  ALBERT  FRIEDMAN  was  known  for  his  inviting  and 
friendly  smile.  His  ambition  was  to  have  a  P.H.D.  Active  in  Dramatics. 

MISS  CARMELINA  GIRALDI  was  described  as  the  girl  who  liked  to 
enjoy  herself.  Her  ambition  was  to  teach  French. 

JUNE,  1930— MR.  JOSEPH  GOLDBERG  listed  his  ambition  as  "J.  G., 
Dean  of  Columbia  University.”  Favorite  subject  was  Latin.  President  of 
French  Club. 

June,  1930 — MR.  PAUL  KLEIN’s  ambition  was  to  have  an  ambition. 
Noted  for  his  sunny  disposition.  E.H.S.’s  gift  to  oratory. 

June,  1930 — Auburn-haired  MISS  ULA  LEVIN  wanted  to  get  her  license 
as  a  teacher  as  soon  as  possible. 

MR.  VICTOR  xVtOlOLA  states  his  ambition  to  own  a  nice  two-seater 
monoplane.  Always  up  m  the  air. 

June,  1926^MISS  GRACE  NIXON  was  voted  "Class  Athlete"  and 
"Peppiest."  Favorite  saying  is  recorded  as  "come  out  of  the  fog." 

June,  1930— MISS  BEATRICE  PIETRONIRO  had  the  title  of  "Class 
Musician”  bestowed  on  her  by  her  classmates  who  called  her  "Bea." 

January,  1943 — MISS  REGINA  PRESS’S  ambition  was  to  be  a  com¬ 
mercial  teacher.  Recipient  of  silver  "P”  with  a  90  per  cent  average.  Voted 
"Most  Likely  to  Succeed." 

January,  1927 — MR.  DAVID  ROSS  listed  as  a  great  hunter  and  known 
as  a  member  of  Eastside’s  first  football  eleven. 

January,  1929 — MR.  HENRY  RUMANA’s  ambition  was  to  be  a  gym

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The  CRITERION,  Eastside’s  present  student  paper,  has  kept  up  as  fine 
and  reputable  a  background  as  the  school  itself. 

Since  1933,  the  CRITERION  has  been  the  official  student  publication  of 
Eastside,  concentrating  on  school  news  mainly,  but  also  retaining  a  feature 
section  as  a  carry-over  from  the  original  CRITERION,  which  was  a  literary 
monthly  published  in  magazine  form. 

The  first  CRITERION  was  printed  when  Eastside  classes  were  still 
held  in  Paterson  High  School,  and  when  Eastside  opened  the  doors  on  its 
present  site  in  1925,  Miss  Grace  Wolfe,  who  was  one  of  Eastside’s  best  be¬ 
loved  teachers,  took  over  the  reins  as  the  first  adviser  of  the  "Crite”  in  the 
new  school. 

The  CRITERION,  under  Miss  Wolfe’s  guidance,  reflected  her  enlighten¬ 
ing  leadership;  the  whole  school  mourned  her  passing  in  1938. 

The  change-over  from  the  magazine  to  a  newspaper  took  place  in  1933- 

Mr.  A.  Duryee  Crooks  took  over  the  advisership  of  the  CRITERION 
two  years  later.  Mr.  Crooks,  who  had  been  editor  of  his  college  paper,  car¬ 
ried  over  to  the  Crite  staff  his  journalistic  enthusiasm. 

Under  Mr.  Crook’s  guidance  the  first  Queen-of-the-Campus  contest  was 
started  as  a  CRITERION  project. 

Mrs.  Isabella  Presbrey  succeeded  the  very  capable  Mr.  Crooks  as  faculty 
adviser  in  1943  .  Since  that  time,  the  CRITERION  has  remained  integrally 
the  same  paper  with  a  few  innovations  in  typography  and  the  type  of  fea¬ 
ture  material  used.  The  addition  of  a  King  of  the  Campus  to  the  popular 
Queen  of  the  Campus  contest  was  accomplished  and  the  final  balloting  was 
turned  over  to  the  Orange  and  Blue  tickets  as  a  benefit  to  the  school  as  a 
whole.  Twice,  in  the  period  between  1943  and  1950,  the  CRITERION 
achieved  the  coveted  Medalist  award  from  the  Columbia  Scholastic  Press, 
which  ranking  placed  the  paper  in  the  top  ten  per  cent  of  the  first  rated  pa¬ 
pers  in  the  nation. 

The  CRITERION  has  never  been  meant  to  be  a  money  making  project 
and  has  usually  been  able  to  cover  its  expenses.  In  1942  Mr.  John  G. 
Doherty  became  financial  adviser.  Many  of  the  ads  appearing  in  the  pres¬ 
ent  issues  were  started  through  his  efforts.  Mr.  Paul  Klein  took  over  the 
financial  department  when  Mr.  Doherty  retired  in  1948. 

Mr.  Klein  is  faced  with  an  increasingly  difficult  job  as  materials  and 
printing  costs  are  now  at  an  unprecedented  high.  Because  of  high  costs,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  cut  down  the  size  of  the  issue  from  six  pages  to  the 
four  pages  of  the  present  issue.

The  Criterion 


Since  the  origin  or  Eastside  High  School  itself,  there  has  existed  an  or¬ 
ganization  dedicated  to  teaching  the  art  of  self-government  and  voicing  the 
sentiment  of  the  student  body.  The  organization  is  a  representative  body — 
the  Student  Council. 

When  Boys’  and  Girls’  High  Schools  merged  to  form  Eastside,  the  faculty 
and  organization  of  Girls  High  were  kept.  This  organization  included  a 
representative  body  of  students  acting  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  the  principal. 
This  group  established  the  Student  Council  pattern. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Westman  advised  the  student  government  organization 
until  she  became  head  of  the  English  Department  in  1938.  The  Student 
Council  advisership  then  went  to  Mrs.  Marian  Oliver,  who  served  from  1940 
to  1944,  at  which  time  Mr.  William  Alexander,  the  present  adviser,  was 
named  to  the  post. 

Probably  the  most  outstanding  single  achievement  of  the  Student  Coun¬ 
cil  was  its  successful  sale  of  War  Bonds  and  Stamps  during  World  War 
II.  During  1944  alone,  $11,463  worth  of  bonds  and  stamps  were  sold.

With  regard  to  scholarship  attainment  and  honors  in  Eastside,  several 
organizations,  principally  the  National  Honor  Society,  and  the  custom  of 
awarding  "P’s”  have  been  prominent  here  since  the  opening  of  the  school. 

The  forerunner  of  these  honor  organizations  was  the  "P”  Society  in  the 
Paterson  Girls  High  School.  The  only  qualification  necessary  for  admission 
into  the  organization  was  that  the  student  receive  a  bronze  "P”. 

The  outgrowth  of  this  organization  resulted  in  the  Scholarship  Societv 
which  was  composed  of  both  boys  and  girls.  This  combined  membership 
occurred  after  the  reorganization  of  the  school. 

Phis  organization  was  replaced  by  the  National  Honor  Society  on  Octo¬ 
ber  8,  1942.  The  faculty  wanted  an  honor  society  that  would  signify  some- 
ihing  more  than  marks.  Since  the  N.H.S.  was  a  well-known  honor  organi¬ 
zation  in  the  United  States,  based  on  not  only  the  scholarship  of  a  student, 
but  his  character  as  well,  a  constitution  was  written  and  sent  to  the  National 
Headquarters  where  it  was  accepted  on  January  6,  1943.  Miss  Evelyn  L.  Hand 
is  the  faculty  adviser  of  the  Society. 

Eligibility  into  the  organization  is  determined  by  the  pupil’s  scholarship 
rating,  leadership,  service  and  character.  A  student  must  maintain  a  scholastic 
average  of  from  85  per  cent  to  90  per  cent  for  the  remainder  of  his  high  school 
term. 
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Time  has  clouded  my  crystal  ball  with  dust,  and  busy  spiders  have  gossa- 
mered  it  with  many  years  of  labor.  And  yet  as  I  rub  off  the  thickness  of  the 
past,  a  genie  presses  forth  steeped  with  smoke  and  brimstone.  Touch  lightly 

though, 'for  your  hands,  in  the  eager  grasping  of  youth,  can  easily  crush  the 
delicate  i^lass. 

Good  day,  Genie!  Do  you  remember  when  last  we  met,  how  quickly 
we  slipped  back  into  the  past.^  Back,  back,  until  it  was  the  year  1924. 

Do  you  remember  as  we  proceeded  along  our  hrst  observation  by  the 
light  of  the  cool  spring  moon  ?  Recall  then  that  desolate  run  of  land,  pock¬ 
marked  with  holes,  and  bounded  on  either  side  by  shooting  weeds  and  the 
newel  additions  of  sidewalks.  As  the  moon  gave  way  to  the  aurora  of  dawn, 
we  saw  that  those  holes  were  not  sunk  in  graves,  but  rather  excavations  for 
the  new  school  being  built  on  this  bygone  cemetery,  ^^e  saw  girders  erected 
and  stone  upon  stone  cemented  with  the  future  promise  of  youth. 

We  slipped  then  into  1925  and  saw  the  school  dedicated,  and  then  on  the 
hrst  of  February,  1926  saw  it  opened  to  a  species  of  students,  garbed  in  knick¬ 
ers  or  bell-bottoms,  and  maidens  in  waistless  dresses  or  skirts,  slip-ons  and 
spanking  new  ties.

The  knickers  were  hand  -me-downs  by  then;  the  skirts  dropped  as  the 
depression  heightened.  We  hastened  through  the  years  then,  and  in  1935 
saw  the  new  athletic  held  opened  as  the  school  celebrated  its  tenth  birthday. 
Remember  how  we  cheered  as  that  held  gobbled  up  the  ghosts  of  Eastside 
victories.^  Eveiyone  was  yelling  and  no  one  listened  to  that  little  moustached 
man  yelling  at  the  same  time  in  that  far-off  continent,  Europe.  We  saw  the 
dark  clouds  loom  again,  and  the  cannon  of  war  barked  the  cry  that  saw  many 
Eastsiders  go  to  the  glory  of  their  nation’s  call.  Eastside  was  still  main¬ 
taining  records  in  sports  and  scholarship. 

Then  a  morning  bright  loomed  before  us,  remember,  1945.^ 

The  hell  of  war  stopped  and  the  bells  rang.  We  came  through  the  fol¬ 
lowing  years  shivering  with  doubt  until  again  today  the  clouds  loom  overhead. 

Prepare  to  look  again  into  the  crystal  ball!  Crash!  Alas,  I  warned  you, 
and  now  you’ve  broken  the  ball.  Now  you  must  go  along  day  by  day  in  the 
present,  drdeaming  only  of  the  future,  living  in  thought  in  the  past.  I  am 
poweiless  now  but  for  the  present.  Let  us  creep  into  the  darkness,  past  gone, 
future  unknown,  and  the  present  so  horribly  here.

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Silver  Anniversary  Screen 

During  the  last  twenty-five  years,  the  motion  picture  industry  has  ad¬ 
vanced  from  a  stage  of  infancy  to  its  present  high  position  in  the  entertain¬ 
ment  field. 

THE  ROARING  TWENTIES  (1920-28) 

In  the  early  years  of  the  cinema,  girls  sighed  rapturously  when  the  great 
lover,  Rudolph  Valentino,  appeared  on  the  screen.  The  films  of  Charlie 
Chaplin,  Buster  Keaton,  and  Pearl  White  were  box  office  bonanzas.  A  typical 
flapper  of  the  twenties  was  Clara  Bow,  featured  in  "Down  to  the  Sea  in 
Ships."  Perhaps  the  most  dashing  actor  of  the  era  was  Douglas  Fairbanks. 

THE  REVOLUTION  (1928-34) 

A1  Jolson  starred  in  the  first  talkie,  '  The  Jazz  Singer,"  which  proved 
very  successful,  and  John  Barrymore,  Janet  Gaynor,  and  many  others  went 
on  to  fame  in  the  revolutionized  industry.  Boris  Karloff  gave  a  blood-chilling, 
spine-tingling  performance  in  "Frankenstein."  At  this  time  Walt  Disney  in¬ 
troduced  Mickey  Mouse  and  Jackie  Cooper  rose  to  stardom.  Of  course  we 
must  remember  Johnny  Weissmuller,  who  was  adored  by  the  younger  fans  in 
his  ever-popular  portrayal  of  "Tarzan." 

THE  LEAN  YEARS  (1934-40) 

Hollywood  had  recovered  from  its  first  panic  and  was  grinding  out  sound 
films  in  large  quantities.  Three  new  child  stars,  Shirley  Temple,  Deanna  Dur¬ 
bin  and  Freddy  Bartholomew  were  introduced.  The  year  1936  gave  us  the 
super  filming  of  "The  Great  Ziegfeld,"  starring  William  Powell  and  Myrna 
Loy.  Ronald  Colman  played  one  of  his  most  congenial  roles  as  Sydney 
Carton  in  "A  Tale  of  Two  Cities."  Walt  Disney  made  his  first  feature  length 
cartoon,  "Snow  White,"  which  broke  all  attendance  records.  The  great  event 
of  1939  was  the  phenomenal  production  of  "Gone  With  the  Wind." 

THE  WAR  YEARS  (1941-1945) 

During  these  years  many  films  were  produced  dealing  with  the  war. 
"Mrs.  Miniver,"  starring  Greer  Garson;  "Thirty  Seconds  Over  Tokyo,"  with 
Van  Johnson,  and  "The  Best  Years  of  Our  Lives"  were  some  of  these  war 
films.  As  always,  musicals  were  popular.  In  1943  we  watched  a  lavish  pro¬ 
duction,  "Phantom  of  the  Opera,"  with  Claude  Rains.  Other  productions  were 
"Cover  Girl,"  with  Rita  Hayworth  and  Gene  Kelly;  "Going  My  Way,"  with 
Bing  Crosby,  and  "The  Lost  Weekend,"  the  Academy  Award  winner  of  1945. 
which  starred,  Ray  Milland.  This  year  also  gave  us  "Leave  Her  to  Heaven" 
and  "The  Picture  of  Dorian  Gray." 

THE  POST-WAR  YEARS  (1946-51) 

A1  Jolson  did  the  singing,  while  Larry  Parks  did  the  acting  in  "The  Jol¬ 
son  Story."  During  this  period  many  new  young  stars  rose  to  fame:  Jeanne 
Crain,  June  Allyson,  Farley  Granger.  Among  the  theater  favorites  were  hu¬ 
man  interest  stories  of  which  there  were  many:  "Johnny  Belinda,"  "The  Hasty 
Heart"  and  "Our  Very  Own."  A  most  forceful  production,  "All  the  King’s 
Men,"  brought  stardom  to  Broderick  Crawford  and  Mercedes  McCambridge.

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Eastside’s  Leaders’  Club  was  organized  in  1937  and  has  been  active  up 
to  the  present  time.  It  s  members  have  been  taught  many  skills  and  rules 
and  have  used  them  as  a  foundation  for  future  activities. 

The  original  members  of  the  club  were;  Elizabeth  Alexander,  Doris 
Amos,  Dorothy  Black,  Myrene  Garbaccio,  Bessie  Haralambidis,  Helen  Mar¬ 
shall,  Katherine  Mayer,  Jacqueline  Parmelli,  Gertrude  Simmons,  and  Cathe¬ 
rine  Witte. 

Elizabeth  Alexander  and  Myrene  Garbaccio  were  both  members  of  the 
first  Leader’s  Club  and  former  presidents.  They  entered  Elmira  College  to¬ 
gether  and  made  the  freshman  basketball  team,  both  remaining  members  of 
the  class  team  throughout  their  four  years  at  Elmira.

Eastside  High  School  is  marking  its  25th  birthday — and  if  I  knew  this 
was  coming,  Ed  have  baked  a  cake! 

Actually,  I  should  have  known  this  anniversary  was  arriving  even  be¬ 
fore  the  CRITERION  was  nice  enough  to  invite  me  to  pen  this  unreasonable 
facsimile  of  a  cake.  At  the  time  this  school  first  emerged,  I  was  around. 
(Now  Em  just  round.) 

That  was  a  long  time  ago,  as  I  look  back  at  it.  The  school  started 
sessions  in  a  hurry.  Some  of  the  classes  were  without  seats.  Others  were 
without  students.  A  nostalgic  look-back  at  1925  brings  many  memories 
swarming  back  in  happy  confusion. 

Vice-Principal  David  Ross  was  a  student  then,  and  I  remember  him  just 
as  if  It  were  only  25  years  ago.  He  was  a  fine  athlete  and  sparkled  on  the  first 
football  varsity  to  represent  Eastside.  Although  light  in  weight  (time  DOES 
march  on,  doesn  t  it.^)  he  was  heavy  on  ability.  He  was  one  of  the  early 
sport  stars  in  this  school’s  history,  followed  quickly  by  Henry  Rumana  who 
came  back  years  later  to  become  a  successful  football  and  basketball  coach. 

The  world  was  at  peace  then  and  the  globe  looked  better  without  being 
dented  and  battered.  Sports  activities  provided  this  country  with  it’s  excite¬ 
ment.  Passaic  High  School’s  basketball  teams  had  extended  their  miracu¬ 
lous  winning  streak  to  1  59  games  in  a  row  until  Hackensack  wrote  a  period 
to  the  thing. 

Knute  Rockne  had  just  coached  Notre  Dame  through  an  unbeaten  foot¬ 
ball  season,  climaxed  by  a  Rose  Bowl  victory  over  Stanford.  A  crowd  of 
52,000  viewed  the  game — in  those  days  there  were  more  roses  and  less  people. 

Things  really  were  different  then:  automobile  salesmen  would  take  pros¬ 
pective  purchasers  for  a  long  ride  to  try  to  sell  a  car! 

But,  as  a  big  league  hitter  named  Voltaire  once  said:  "The  more  things 
change,  the  more  they  are  the  same.’’  Time  and  Life  still  can  be  enjoyed, 
even  if  you  don’t  read  these  magazines. 

What  s  more  to  the  point,  attending  Eastside  still  is  good  fun  and  nice 
living.  Appreciate  these  days  at  your  school  and  you  will  be  enriched  for  it. 
This  is  a  mighty  nice  place — I’ll  always  treasure  the  days  I  spent  there  and 
honestly,  I  wouldn’t  have  missed  them  for  anything. 

The  spirit  now — as  it  was  then — is  vibrant  and  invigorating.  Keep  that 
alive  .  .  .  point  with  pride  at  your  teams  and  do  all  you  can  to  support  and 
encourage  them.  Always  be  proud  of  your  school  and  make  yourself  worthy 
of  it. 

One  small  favor: 

Invite  me  back  again  25  years  from  now. 
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Undei  the  able  coaching  of  Mr.  Robert  Dimond,  the  newly  formed  East- 

side  High  School  began  football  with  no  set  schedules,  uniforms  or  mate¬ 
rial  in  1925. 

The  hrst  Eastside-Central  game  was  played  that  year  at  Peerless  Oval 
wheie  l45-pound  Dave  Ross,  now  football  coach  and  vice-principal  of  his 
alma  mater,  raced  74  yards  for  the  game’s  first  touchdown.  Among  the 
other  stars  of  the  early  years  were  Tiny  ”  Steiker,  Bill  Hogan  and  Henry 
Rumana,  the  present  football  coach. 

Then  came  Phil  Chicken  Miller  and  Lou  Grower,  both  of  whom 
went  on  to  coach  Central;  Jim  Denice,  Frank  Delany,  Rosco  Riccione,  A1 
Teshion,  Bill  Berry,  and  the  Pink  Brothers. 

In  1941  Eastside  hit  its  peak  in  football  by  capturing  the  coveted  state 
championship,  led  by  such  stars  as  Larry  Doby,  A1  Kachadurian,  Bob  Bowloy, 
Lou  Hoitsma  and  Ted  Dostonker.  Of  this,  the  finest  group  of  gridiron  men 
to  attend  Eastside  at  the  same  time,  eight  went  on  to  play  college  football. 

There  were  18  lettermen  in  the  group,  a  mark  which  hasn’t  been  eclipsed 
since. 

In  1947,  with  the  able  help  of  Mr.  Nelson  Graham.,  Mr.  Peter  Schaub, 
and  Mr.  Peter  Cimmino,  Messrs.  Ross  and  Rumana  started  a  rebuilding;  job, 
working  for  the  future.  This  work  bore  the  fruits  of  labor  when  in  1949 
the  Ghosts  again  came  into  prominence  with  another  fine  gridiron  represen¬ 
tation. 

Track 

There  is  no  other  school  in  this  area  that  has  compiled  the  amazing 
track  record  of  the  Eastside  speedsters.  Coach  Robert  Dimond  has  been  the 
major  factor  in  the  school’s  achieving  the  enviable  record  of  being  unbeaten 
in  sixteen  years  of  dual  competition. 

Mr.  Dimond  was  forced  to  retire  two  years  ago,  however,  because  of 
ill  health.  At  that  time  the  very  capable  Mr.  Joseph  Frank  took  over  the 
helm  and  he  has  now  extended  this  record  an  additional  season. 

There  have  been  many  champions — too  numerous  to  mention — on  the 
squads  throughout  the  years,  but  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Dimond,  here  are 
the  best. 

Larry  Doby,  four  letterman,  whose  only  time  to  practice  was  during  his 
lunch  periods  when  Coach  Dimond  gave  him  personal  instruction.  Doby 
was  a  broad  jump  and  a  440-yard  champion. 

George  Harrison,  the  great  sprint  champ  who  defeated  the  supposedly 
unbeatable  Manici  of  Hasbrouck  Heights,  and  ran  a  dead  heat  with  the  late 
Bill  "Bojangles”  Robinson.

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If  Used  te  Be  "On  the  Ball"

There  used  to  be  a  time  when  I  pounded  out  a  little  package  of  sports 
comment  under  a  heading  known  as  "On  The  Ball.”  It  ran  bi-weekly  in  the 
Criterion;  I  didn’t  get  paid  for  it  and  one  Mr.  A.  Duryee  Crooks,  then  the 
faculty  adviser,  would  wear  out  a  pencil  copyreading  my  works.  But  I  was 
a  happy  little  creature  in  those  days. 

That  was  back  in  1942  and  1943  when  I  was  sports  editor  of  the  pub¬ 
lication. 

Look  at  me  today.  Five  days  a  week  I  write.  Comes  every  Friday  after¬ 
noon  and  I  pick  up  a  pay  check.  A  boy  calls  me  up,  says  his  name  is  "Alex¬ 
ander”;  tells  me  the  Crite  is  putting  out  a  special  anniversary  edition  and 
they  would  like  me,  as  "one  of  the  departed  who  made  good  in  the  news¬ 
paper  business,”  to  do  an  article.  So  here  goes. 

Sports  is  my  business  and  it  seems  it  always  has  been.  There  are  many 
at  Eastside  who  can  confirm  it  when  I  say  I  could  think  of  more  excuses 
to  cut  a  class  than  there  have  been  Russian  vetoes. 

I  was  fortunate  in  that  I  attended  Eastside  during  its  greatest  era  of 
competition.  I  watched  an  Eastside  football  team  win  a  state  championship 
in  1941,  saw  a  baseball  team  which  captured  Group  IV  division  honors  in 
’43,  followed  the  great  basketball  team  of  ’40-’4l  which  included  Larry  Doby, 
Red  Miller,  Russ  Flapgood,  Sid  Brown  and  Luke  Badagliacca  that  won  the 
Passaic  Valley  Conference  title  and  lost  only  two  games  in  16  outings  and 
was  thrilled  when  Bucky  Stemmer  won  the  NJSIAA  100-yard  dash  title. 

Those  were  great  days  at  Eastside  and  there  were  thrills  I’ll  probably 
never  forget.  That  great  ’4l  football  team,  which  lost  only  to  Passaic,  8-6, 
in  an  upset,  bounced  right  back  to  snap  Garfield’s  1 6-game  winning  streak  and 
to  this  day  I  can  see  A1  Kachadurian  plunging  over  for  the  first  touchdown 
and  Doby  racing  some  35  yards  down  the  sidelines  with  an  intercepted  pass 
for  the  second  score  of  a  13-0  game. 

You  readers  were  in  your  early  grammar  school  days  when  Miller  scored 
24  points  as  Eastside  nipped  Garfield  in  a  play-off  for  the  Passaic  Valley 
Conference  cage  title  at  the  Hawthorne  gym  in  an  exciting  overtime  clash 
after  the  regular  season’s  competition  ended  with  both  clubs  tied  for  the 
crown.  That  was  during  the  ’40-’4l  season  and  it  was  a  more  gratifying 
victory  when  you  consider  Doby,  an  All-Stater  that  year,  sat  this  one  out  on  a 
hospital  bed  recuperating  from  an  emergency  appendicitis  operation. 

And  to  those  of  us  who  remember  those  days,  it  sort  of  raises  a  lump 
in  our  throats.  Red,  you  see,  went  away  to  the  wars — and  he  never  came 
back. 

Yes,  those  were  great  days.  Dave  Ross  had  a  great  football  team.  Hen- 
ny  Rumana  had  a  great  basketball  club.  A1  Livingstone  had  a  great  base¬ 
ball  nine.  And  Bob  Dimond’s  track  team  never  stopped  winning. 

Come  to  think  of  it,  I’m  glad  young  Alexander  called  me.  It’s  been  fun 
recalling  those  days.

Baseball  At  Eastside 

Twenty-five  successful  campaigns  have  been  waged  by  Eastside’s  base¬ 
ball  teams  a  great  majority  of  them  under  the  able  guidance  of  former 
coach  Alfred  Livingstone. 

Among  the  outstanding  individuals  who  have  glorified  the  Ghosts’  dia¬ 
mond  history  are  such  former  stars  at  A1  Kachadurian  and  Spook  Smith,  both 
of  whom  also  played  football  for  the  Ghosts;  George  Simmons,  Joe  Tiernay, 
Joe  Passau,  and  Jim  Pollett,  the  present  mayor  of  Fair  Lawn. 

A  list  of  Eastside  baseball  "greats”  would  never  be  complete  without 
the  name  of  Larry  Doby.  Doby,  who  paced  the  varsity  squad  for  three  sea¬ 
sons,  was  the  possesser  of  exceptional  all-’round  ability  as  a  diamond  star, 
excelling  in  almost  every  department. 

An  earlier  star  to  perform  in  an  Eastside  uniform  was  James  "Labby” 
Labagnare,  known  as  the  mighty  mite.  "Labby”  pitched  the  Eastside  nine 
to  a  State  Championship  in  1931  by  victoriously  twirling  nine  of  their  ten 
victories  that  season.  A1  Cozzaline  also  added  his  big  bat  to  the  ’31  squad 
to  make  it  one  of  the  finest  ever  produced  by  the  school. 

A  tie  for  the  New  Jersey  Section  I  Championship  along  with  the  Pas¬ 
saic  Valley  Conference  title  was  achieved  by  the  ’43  nine.  Standouts  on  that 
team  were  Don  Muse,  Bert  Ullnick  and  Jerry  Weil,  the  latter  going  on  to 
star  at  Columbia  University. 

The  year  1948  saw  Coach  Livingstone  step  down  as  head  coach  and  his 
assistant  Mr.  Elmer  Barclay  take  over  the  helm.  In  his  two  seasons  to  date, 
Mr.  Barclay  has  shown  that  baseball  is  as  strong  at  Eastside  as  ever.

Mayor  Michael  U.  De  Vita 
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One  hot,  sweltering  day  along  about  the  end  of  July,  1920,  with  steam 
rising  from  the  sidewalks  of  Manhattan,  the  New  York  Yankees  played  the 
Cleveland  Indians.  A  great  crowd  was  at  the  Yankee  Stadium,  drinking  cold 
soda  and  eating  hot  dogs,  and  watching  eighteen  men  throwing  a  little  ball 
around  and  hitting  it  with  a  stick. 

This  was  the  game  that  brought  thousands  of  people  to  watch  Carl  Mays 
pitch  against  Cleveland.  Mays  was  an  ace  with  the  submarine  ball,  but  his 
trick  of  disappearing  before  games  brought  three  ball  clubs  into  court  and 
resulted  in  his  being  sold  by  Boston  for  the  then  gigantic  sum  of  $40,000. 
These  people  had  come  to  see  if  Mays  could  pitch  $40,000  worth. 

Mays  was  at  home  on  the  mound  and  his  easy  submarine  ball  had  been 
amazing  Cleveland  for  five  innings.  The  Indians  couldn’t  connect,  and  their 
.<core  remained  zero.  Except  for  two  little  hits  by  Ray  Chapman  m  the  first 
and  third,  they  looked  weak  against  Mays. 

Ray  Chapman  was  as  old  as  Carl  Mays,  with  a  strategic  way  of  slam¬ 
ming  the  ball  and  with  a  pace  that  covered  the  distance  between  home  plate 
and  first  base  like  lightning.  Chapman  was  a  flash. 

Now  Chapman  was  at  bat  again.  He  was  getting  set,  he  was  lining  the 
bat  with  the  bleachers,  he  was  holding  it  off  his  shoulder  .  .  .  waiting.  Then 
Mays  took  his  slow,  easy  windup.  The  ball  zoomed  in  for  a  strike.  Again 
Mays  wound  up.  This  time  the  ball  floated  in  ...  a  ball.  Another  windup 
and  the  ball  streaked  in  .  .  .  inside,  and  Chapman  stepped  back. 

Ray  Chapman  stepped  back,  but  not  far  enough.  The  ball  struck  his 
temple,  the  crowd  gasped,  but  he  took  his  base.  But  just  as  he  reached  first 
base  he  fell  down.  Perhaps  the  word  "collapse”  is  better,  for  when  the 
umpire  reached  him,  he  was  dead. 

That’s  all  there  was  to  that.  But  one  fact  remains.  The  post  mortem 
said  Ray  Chapman  died  instantly,  when  the  ball  hit  him.  Therefore,  it  was 
not  Ray  Chapman,  but  a  dead  man  who  ran  down  the  first  base  line.

Otto  Strobino  who  was  undefeated  in  the  c]uarter-mile  and  one  of  the 
most  versatile  of  all  Ghost  runners. 

In  recent  years  comes  Stuart  Thomson  \ylio  captured  the  shot-put  and 
the  discus  throw  championships  throughout  the  entire  state. 

Last  but  not  least,  comes  Tom  Voorhees  who  was  the  hnest  long  distance 
runner  ever  to  attend  Eastside.  Tommy  won  the  mile  in.  state  championship 
competition  for  two  years  in  a  row. 

During  the  past  seven  years,  Eastside’s  cross-country  team,  coached  by 
Mr.  Joseph  Frank,  has  turned  in  a  remarkable  record. 

During  his  time  as  coach,  Mr.  Frank’s  best  squads  have  been  in  1946 
and  1948.  The  ’46  squad  which  was  led  by  Sal  Baldanza,  Bill  Curl,  Wilbur 
Smith  and  Ray  Rizzio  was  unbeaten.  The  1948  representation  was  also  un¬ 
defeated.  This  team  had  such  stars  as  Mel  Burv/ell,  Paul  De  Grazia,  Tony 
Patrellis,  Elarry  Post  and  Tom  Voorhees  who  was  unbeaten  in  the  mile.

oj  the  Paterson  Evening  Nem  and  Crite  Sports  Editor,  1937  and  1938 

It’s  been  quite  some  time  since  this  scholarly  lad  cavorted  about  the 
Eastside  High  corridors  and  I  was  astounded  no  end  when  the  Criterion  edi¬ 
tors  twisted  my  arm  and  asked  me  if  I  would  contribute  an  essay,  a  tome  or  a 
few  paragraphs  of  typical  Goldsteinian  goulash  for  their  anniversary  issue. 

Confidentially,  they  couldn  t  have  picked  a  better  guy  for  the  job.  My 
career  at  Eastside  was  studded  with  "incidents”  and  as  sports  editor  of  the 
Crite  I  nearly  found  myself  tarred  and  feathered  on  numerous  occasions.  They 
had  a  sackful  of  talent  at  ye  old  institution  when  I  was  known  as  the  box 
lunch  king  of  Section  01.  And  Miss  Frances  M.  Durbin,  bless  her,  can  attest 
to  the  fact  that  Goldstein  had  by  far  the  snappiest  head  of  hair  in  the  school. 

On  many  a  memorable  occasion.  Miss  Durbin,  along  with  Mr,  James 
Devenport  and  Miss  Mary  Little,  as  well  as  Miss  Margaref  Banghart,  viewed 
my  Gregory  Peckian  countenance  and  mused,  "what  a  waste  of  talent.” 

They  had  some  fine  athletes  when  I  sweated  over  a  torrid  typewriter 
while  Mr.  A.  Duryee  Crooks  stood  behind  me  and  cracked  the  whip,  shouting 
"mush,  Goldstein,  mush!” 

Lou  Cuccinello,  Bill  Anderson,  A1  Calvano,  Bob  Smith,  A1  Kachadurian 
and  Larry  Doby  were  some  of  the  headliners  that  I  used  to  dig  into  my 
book  of  superlatives  for.  And  when  Cooch  hula-hipped  his  way  for  a  99- 
yard  touchdown  run  against  a  Washington,  D.  C.  HS  team  in  1938  I  nearly 
swallowed  the  sen-sen  capsules  I  was  munching  on. 

Dick  Nochimson,  who  now  is  part  ov/ner  of  the  Paterson  Crescents 
basketball  team,  was  always  one  of  my  favorite  basketball  stars  during  my 
years  at  EHS.  Dick  bagged  all  sorts  of  all-state  honors  and  he  played  with 
such  fine  competitors  as  Cookie  Fisherman,  Bruce  Rowen,  Bob  Jorgenson, 
Dolph  Badagliacca  and  Joe  "Yussel”  Rich. 

Come  to  think  of  it,  Nochimson  and  I  were  both  teammates  on  the  1935 
Eastside  frosh  team  which  possessed  a  potent  lineup.  Don’t  laugh,  Chumley. 
I  really  played  the  game  in  those  days  although  to  peer  at  my  manly  physique 
today  you  would  think  that  I  modeled  beer  kegs  for  a  living. 

We  had  a  lot  of  laughs  and  a  lot  of  good  times  at  the  old  homestead. 
Who  can  forget  the  great  times  and  experiences,  especially  when  we  used 
to  run  over  to  the  Paramount  to  catch  Glen  Miller  or  drop  into  the  him  pal¬ 
aces  on  Times  Square.^ 

Yep,  Eastside’s  some  place.  My  youngster,  Gary,  is  only  four  and  the 
chances  are  that  he  11  attend  Clifton  High  School.  But  somehow  I  wish  he 
could  make  it  to  Eastside  because  I  know  that  Mr.  Devenport  will 
still  be  around  telling  those  priceless  narratives  as  only  he  can  narrate  ’em. 

Thanks  for  letting  a  fella  type  out  some  thoughts. 
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GHOST  BASKETEERS 

Basketball  has  always  been  a  sport  in  which  Eastsicle  has  excelled. 
Since  the  formation  of  the  first  varsity  squad  in  1925,  coached  by  Mr.  Alfred 

Livingstone,  the  Eastside  basketeers  have  come  through  with  an  enviable 
record. 

Mr.  Livingstone  directed  the  Orange  and  Blue  dribblers  through  their 
first  ten  seasons  each  of  which  reflected  glory  upon  the  school.  Picking  up 
the  coaching  reins  in  1935  was  Mr.  Henry  Rumana. 

In  1938  the  hoopsters  presented  their  young  coach  with  a  fine  record. 
Dick  Nochimson,  an  all-time  Eastside  great  who  led  that  aggregation,  later 
went  on  to  play  professional  basketball. 

The  next  star  to  flash  across  the  basketball  horizons  of  Eastside  was  Jim¬ 
my  Miller,  a  brilliant  all-around  ball  player,  who  lost  his  life  while  serving 
in  the  paratroops  during  World  War  II. 

Another  fine  squad  was  the  1940  edition  of  the  Ghosts,  sparked  by  Russ 
Hapgood  and  Larry  Doby.  To  Doby,  who  undoubtedly  was  the  best  all- 
around  athlete  ever  produced  by  this  school,  basketball  offered  a  great  chance 
to  show  his  fine  individual  ability.  His  talents  were  immediately  recognized 
and  he  received  a  position  on  the  all-state  team. 

The  1945  team  chalked  up  the  brilliant  record  of  14  wins  against  only 
three  setbacks.  The  Clifton  Mustangs  were  the  only  ones  who  were  able 
to  throttle  the  galloping  ghosts  that  year.  In  the  two  furious  battles 
fought  with  the  Cliftonites,  the  Mustangs  led  by  Hal  Corrizi  and  Don  Parsons, 
came  out  victorious  by  two  and  three  points  in  both  of  the  games  over  Harry 
Hoitsma,  Benny  Veal  and  company. 

The  success  story  of  1949  is  still  fresh  in  the  minds  of  many.  Emil 
Gavegho,  Bob  Hoitsma  and  Dip  McDaniel  were  the  big  point-getters  on  this 
outstanding  quintet  which  added  another  conference  championship  to  the 
record  books  of  Eastside  High  School. 

Since  1935  Eastside  has  captured  the  Passaic  Valley  Conference  and 
Jamboree  titles  more  than  any  other  team,  and  has  compiled  the  outstand¬ 
ing  record  of  winning  135  contests  out  of  210  games. 


Tennis 

With  Mr.  Jacob  Weber  at  the  helm  of  the  tennis  team  as  he  was  for  the 
five  years  previous  to  the  war,  Eastside  is  again  looking  forward  to  the  fine 
teams  that  it  was  once  accustomed  to. 

During  their  reign  of  tennis  supremacy,  the  team  won  the  county  cham¬ 
pionship  several  times,  their  record  never  dropping  below  .700  ball. 

The  outstanding  players  during  these  years  were  Frank  Brennan,  Arnie 
Hershberg,  Richie  Pinck,  Arnie  Saltzberg,  Hugh  Sloan,  and  Jack  Totten, 
sixth  ranking  junior  in  the  Eastern  Lawn  Tennis  Association.
